Now and then, it would slowly 
and sorrowfully unfold itself, and one 
by one, the stars would timidly peep 
forth—with a tearful—a reproachful 
glance upou the children of those who 
so gallantly upheld it, in its dark hour. 
There was much expression in that 
good old flag—God bless it! Long did 
we sit in deep and solemn converse 
with it—it talked to us—it told us many 
a spirit-stirring tale of the “ times that 
tried men’s souls”—it spoke of Wash¬ 
ington—the grand, the noble—it whis¬ 
pered the name of many a glorious 
patriot, whose hearts blood flowed like 
water, beneath its folds—and for what ? 
That their children might have a 
Christmas toy to amuse them awhile, 
and then be dashed to pieces with 
childish waywardness? Was it for 
this, that for seven dreary years, this 
war-wern flag floated so cheerfully and 
encouragingly over the heads of our 
suffering, bleeding, brave and faithful 
fathers ? And as we asked these ques¬ 
tions, there came an angry gust from 
the West—the flag unfurled itself in all 
its beauty—and with a flap of its silken 
folds, thundred forth an indignant no! 
And its stars glittered, and its stripes 
trembled with passion. It is a noble, 
glorious old flag—accursed be the 
hands that dare to mutilate it. 

And again, the “spirit of the flag” 
whispered to us, and bade us hope; 
“despair not,” it said, “ although black 
darkness now dims for a while my lustre, 

• and the harsh notes of discord are 
wafted to me on every breeze, mine 
eye can still pierce through the deep 
gloom—far, far into the future, towards 
the fulfilment of my glorious destiny. 
Although the insanity of some of my 
children, often grieves and depresses 
me, I will still wave forth—the beacon 
—the hope of millions.” And the 
Spirit said good night —and we retired 
to our virtuous blankets with a lighter 
heart. So mote it be. 


MuiFotA, July 4th, 1856 

Mr. Editor :—This is the first fourth 
or July of my life, uncheered with the 
“ old sweet memories” of that illustri¬ 
ous day, and darkened with concern 
and dread of the dubious future. An 
ardent lover and admirer of our Consti 
tuiion and laws,mainly for the precious 
privileges they confer, and the order, 
peace and happiness they design to 
secure, I tremble for the emergency 
now sorely imperilling the safety of 
tho State of California. The Vigilance 
Committee of San Francisco have tri¬ 
umphed. The laws of their own 
making, Americans so delight to revere, 
are supplanted; the Constitution,bought 
with the precious blood of our glorious 
ancestry, which secures fair and im¬ 
partial trial by Jury, and declares that 
no man shall be deprived of life, liberty 
or property, except by law—that trials 
shall be open and public—that wit¬ 
nesses shall be feworn, and be under 
legal penalties for false testimony— 
and that compulsory process*to ensure 
testimony shall be allowed in criminal 
prosecutions, is disregarded, set aside 
and forgotten. Angry clouds are 
menacing this youtjg, promising and 
beloved State; tho gathering storm 
seems about to burst; we are on the 
very verge of fratricidal strife, and 
this fair land may soon be drenched 
with the red blood of the people. This 
condition, is that plowing in iniquity 
which reaps disaster. Has patriotism 
fled—is there no hand to shield the 
country—must collision come—will not 
the patriotic masses of California ar¬ 
rest and roll back the rude, wild waves 
now threatening to desolate and en¬ 
gulf her ? 

It is impossible to conceive the extent 
of commotion begun under the present 
exasperation. It contains the elements 
of a direful civil feud—one life—one 
drop of blood shed, will “ rise and 
bedew the Heavens”—will ringthrough 
the land, taint the air, and rouse the 
vicious, the rash and bellicose to exult¬ 
ation, resentment and war! “Blood is 
a maddening draught,” and blood spil¬ 
led in the present excitement would 
light a torch and feed a flame blood 
alone can extinguish. What is the 
position of parties? One stands fast 
and proud on the side of law, entrench¬ 
ed in Constitutional rights, hourly 
awaiting the onset; the other, panoplied 
in pride of power, firm and steadfast, in 
spite of patriotic protestations, scorning 
Executive warning, oblivious of mode¬ 
ration and forbearance, is madly dri¬ 
ving the ship of State against angry 
waves and upon fatal breakers. Oh 
will they not pause, while it is not yet 
too late to avert the dangers fast thick¬ 
ening upon us and our bright hopes. 
Let them be mindful that California is 
a heritage for posterity —a dedication 
under the permit of the King of Peace, 
to civilization, humanity and freedom 
Oh that mild and gentle conciliation 
would smile away the darkly lowering, 
portentious clouds, and refraternize an 
unfriendly and distracted people. This, 
and this alone will save us.
